si U>, w hile all flags drooped at half-m ast 
in the driving rain. 
The principal person 
ages oji the funeral train were g reatly 
pleased at the reception g iven them dur- 
iug -tlieir stay in Pittsburg . 
Father Sher­ 
man was seen by several priests of this 
city. 
To som e of them and the m ilitary 
officers he conveyed the thanks of the 
fam ily for the quiet, unostentatious, but 
im posing reception g iven the general in 
thiscity.

T h e R o u te L in ed w it h S o rrow ers. 
N ew ark 
, O., Feb. 
21.—No stops were 
made by the train between this place and 
Pittsburg , but at the sm all towns and 
crossing s there were bodies of veterans 
and citizens who stood uncovered as the 
train sped by.

not much unlike in feed value, corn being 
more digestable although not so palatable 
as timothy 
P a ya b ility is a very import­ 
ant matter. 
Cutting too early gives an 
enormous loss in Quantity. 
Late cutting 
would be preferable were it not for loss 
in palatability and dropping of leaves, 
etc. 
The largest product results from plant­ 
ing one kernel to the foot in rows three 
feet eight inches apart. To obtain greatest 
weight in corn and stock one kernel to 
every three inches. 
Mr. Boyd, of Elmnerst, said that too 
few kinds of grass seed were sown on 
pasture. 
In preparing ground when not 
pulverized well more seed must be sown. 
Sow all grasses except clover in the early 
fall. 
In making permanent pasture he 
had need of from forty-five to fifty pounds 
of seed per acre. 
Sow varieties that ma­ 
ture at different times. 
Sowing timothy 
and red clover together is one of the ab­ 
surdities of farming as they do not ma ­ 
ture together. 
Alsike and timothy are 
better. 
Timothy is a poor crop for any 
farmer. 
Orchtud grass makes better and 
it is not so exhaustive to the soil. 
Food rations for dairy 
cows 
was 
handled by J ohn Y. Sawyer. 
Flesh pio- 
iucing foods should constitute an impor­ 
tant part of foods. 
Their relation to heat 
producing should be about one to five. 
W. It Hostetler gave a detailed account 
of constructing a silo. 
It must be made 
very strong, material as green as possible; 
plank two by ten, twelve inches apart, 
should be used as side timber. 
Silos 
should cost one dollar per ton; fifty cubic 
feet per ton. two sheeting inside, sbip-lap 
on outside 
Cover with single roof, 
nothing at bottom. 
The speaker got fancy prices in Chi­ 
cago for butter produced from silo feed 
ing fur the dairy. 
The proportion of 
nitroginous and carbonacious food should 
be variable. 
There is no food known 
equal to grass. 
Oat straw produces the* 
thinest of thin milk, but cut and mixed 
with cotton seeds and oil meal is very 
valuable. 
Corn for warm weather is 
poor food, and as a rule the less corn the 
better for dairy purposes. 
Hard Roads was the subject of an ad­ 
dress by the Hpn. E. C. Lewis. 
He 
would make the hard road on one side, 
ight feet wide, tile each side 8 rods, 
wide enough for a road. 
All classes are

willingly support the idea and submit to 
ax therefor, if the advantages are prop­ 
erly understood there would be no very 
great opposition. 
He favored state and 
county as well as township tax for con­ 
struction of roads. 
The contract system

On the subject, “ The Pets of Bonnie 
Scotland; Ayrshires/'lhe Hon. J ohn Stew­ 
art, or Elburn, made a most able address. 
We regret that we can not give more of 
this well prepared and interesting talk, 
lie is a gentleman who has traveled much 
and seen much of the world and remem­ 
bers what he saw, and, therefore, good 
authority when he says that the higher 
the civilization and tne more culture you 
will see the most perfect breeding in cat­ 
tle; and he carried the idea down to the 
barbarians who have no cows. 


—The Atlanta Constitution of the 27th 
ultimo has an editorial in favor of the free 
coinage of silver that must have been 
written before Mr. Cleveland’s anti free 
coinage letter was issued, and now we 
would like to see how humbly the Georgia 
editors will crawfish on that question.
